14. (New) The method as claimed in claim 9, wherein the extract accounts for 
between 0.3 and 3% by weight of the composition. 

15. (New) A composition comprising cappaprenols 12, 13 and 14 and a fatty 
acid. 

16. (New) A composition comprising fi-om 14.8 to 42 mg of at least one of 

cappaprenols 12, 13 and 14 in 100 g of a fat. 

17. (New) A composition according to claim 15 wherein said fatty acid 
comprises at least one of palmitic acid, oleic acid, linoleic acid and linolenic 

acid. 

18. (New) A glucosinate-free composition according to claim 15. 

19. (New) A composition according to claim 15 prepared by the process of 
extracting flower buds of the species Capparis spinosa with a mixture of 
supercritical CO2 and octyldodecyl myristate. 
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20. (New) A cosmetic composition comprising a composition according to 
claim 15 and a pharmaceutical carrier for topical application.
